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REMARKS 

Claims 141-146, 148, 150-168, 170-175, 179, and 181-204 are pending in 
the present application. Claims 1-140, 147, 149, 169, 176-178, and 180, have 
been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

In the outstanding Official Action, the Examiner has required restriction of 
claims 141-146, 148, 150-168, 170-175, 179, and 181-204 to a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits under 35 U.S.C. §121. 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect corneal damage following photo- 
refractive keratectomy as the single disorder, without traverse. 

Further as required by the examiner, Applicants submit that claims 141- 
145, 154-156, 159-168, 170-171, 173-175, 179, 181-192, and 194-204, 
read upon the elected species. 

Applicants note that upon allowance of a generic claim, Applicants will be 
entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are written in 
dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim 
as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141.
